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DETAILED ACTION 

Drawings 

The drawings are objected to under 37 CFR 1 .83(a). The drawings must show every 
feature of the invention specified in the claims. Therefore, the subject matter of 5, 6, and 9 must 
be shown or the feature(s) canceled from the claim(s). No new matter should be entered. 

Corrected drawing sheets are required in reply to the Office action to avoid 
abandonment of the application. Any amended replacement drawing sheet should include all of 
the figures appearing on the immediate prior version of the sheet, even if only one figure is 
being amended. The figure or figure number of an amended drawing should not be labeled as 
"amended." If a drawing figure is to be canceled, the appropriate figure must be removed from 
the replacement sheet, and where necessary, the remaining figures must be renumbered and 
appropriate changes made to the brief description of the several views of the drawings for 
consistency. Additional replacement sheets may be necessary to show the renumbering of the 
remaining figures. The replacement sheet(s) should be labeled "Replacement Sheet" in the 
page header (as per 37 CFR 1 .84(c)) so as not to obstruct any portion of the drawing figures. If 
the changes are not accepted by the examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any 
required corrective action in the next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be 
held in abeyance. 

Specification 

Applicant is reminded of the proper language and format for an abstract of the 
disclosure. 

The abstract should be in narrative form and generally limited to a single paragraph on 
a separate sheet within the range of 50 to 1 50 words. It is important that the abstract not 
exceed 150 words in length since the space provided for the abstract on the computer tape 
used by the printer is limited. The form and legal phraseology often used in patent claims, such 
as "means" and "said," should be avoided. The abstract should describe the disclosure 
sufficiently to assist readers in deciding whether there is a need for consulting the full patent text 
for details. 
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The language should be clear and concise and should not repeat information given in 
the title. It should avoid using phrases which can be implied, such as, "The disclosure 
concerns," "The disclosure defined by this invention," "The disclosure describes," etc. 

The amendment filed 6/30/04 is objected to under 35 U.S.C. 132 because it introduces 
new matter into the disclosure. 35 U.S.C. 132 states that no amendment shall introduce new 
matter into the disclosure of the invention. The added material which is not supported by the 
original disclosure is as follows: figures 4 and 12 with their accompanying description are 
significantly differently from the original figures wherein their elements 2, 3, 13, 14, 16, 18A/ 3, 
100, 14, 85, 84, 88, are not found anywhere in the original disclosure. Applicant is required to 
cancel the new matter in the reply to this Office Action, or show proof that the above is not 
new matter. 

Additionally, the disclosure uses the same number for different elements and the like, i.e. 
"42" is used in four different places in figure 1 alone. See also number "3" in figures 4 and 12. A 
number must only be used to denote a single element. Applicant is directed to carefully 
review/correct the specification for like errors. 

The specification is objected to because it fails to provide clear antecedent basis for 
every term found in the claims. For example, the specification uses "inner race" and "outer race" 
but not "drive race" and "driven race" as used in the claims. Applicant is directed to carefully 
review/correct the specification for like errors. 

Because of the extensive changes in the specification, the examiner must insist on a 
marked up copy of the substitute specification showing the changes made=additions 
underlined and deletions bracketed. 

Applicant is requested to provide a courtesy copy of the claims showing each 
element number in parenthesis so as to assist the examiner in determining what the 
applicant desires as their meets and bounds. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 



Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

An examination of this application reveals that applicant is unfamiliar with patent 
prosecution procedure. While an inventor may prosecute the application, lack of skill in this field 
usually acts as a liability in affording the maximum protection for the invention disclosed. 
Applicant is advised to secure the services of a registered patent attorney or agent to prosecute 
the application, since the value of a patent is largely dependent upon skilled preparation and 
prosecution.
